NOTES TO THE READER. 

CLOCK TIME AND APPARENT TIME. 

1st.— There arc two kinds of time used in common Almanacs for the Sun's rising 
and setting,: one is clock-time, and the other is sun-time, or apparent time. Clock- 
time is always correct; but apparent time varies every day, and is alternately too 
"fast" or too "slow" of the clock. The Sun and Clock agree on the 15th of April 
and June, September 1st, and December 24th. Noon and 12 o'clock are not the same. 

The irregularity of the Sun's motions causes the two kinds of time, and, in conse- 
quence of this variation^no dependence can' be placed on the Sun for true time 
without knowing ahen it is in the meridian. »This information we give for this 
Almanac. See the Sun in Meridian^ at the head of each Calendar page. 

To make the calculations for this Almanac, the publisher had to obtain, through 
the friendly agency of a mercantile house of this city, the British Nautical Alma- 
nac for 1863, and with aid of a nautical instructor, give it as the best that can be 
obtained for these States, * 

Some omisions in the rising and setting of Stars was unavoidabie for want of time. 

2d. — The rising, and setting of a star, may be carried several days backwards, by 
adding, or forwards, by subtracting four minutes per day, 

3d. — As the daysend»at midnight, the rising, and setting of the Moon when after 
that time, will be found in the morning of the succeeding day, &c: 
___4th. — The times given for High Water are for that tide which succeeds 
tho Mood's passage over the meridian, The winds will vary the tides.

It thus appears that though the North is twice as numerous as the South 
yet the South furnishes more than twice the capital. These exports 
are carried abroad and exchanged tor goods, wares and merchandise, 
which constitute our imports, fn 1860 they amounted to $362 J 66,254.

As we buv as much from the North as we sell there, the trade between 
the two -ectiont is double this, or $837,790,900 annually. This shows 
the advantages enjoyed by the North, growing out of the peculiar 
course of trade between the two sections. The advantage the North 
obtains by the tariff laws is- very considerable. Of duties on goods im- 
ported in I860— $279.872 ,337^ the average tariff was 20 per cent. Of 
this amount, $115,000,000 were imported in exchange for Northern 
products, and $164,000,000 in exchange for Southern products — the 
former yielding 23 millions of revenue, and the latter 32 millions. It 
tlius appears that the South contributes three-fifths of the revenue 
from imports, and yet in the disbursement of the revenues, at least 
three-fifths are expended iu the North. If such is the unequal opera- 
tion of a revenue tariff, it would be difficult to estimate the injustice 
of the protective tariff now in operation in the Northern government. 
We will recapitulate the substantial benefits derived by the North 
from the course of commercial dealings established by the Union. — 
The following figures exhibit the annual profit* made by the North 
upon Southern products :

It is not in the power of figures to convey to the mind a correct 
idea of the advantage which the North has enjoyed over the South, 
under the influence of the various laws which have stimulated and 
controlled the employment of capital.^ Many Southern men saw and 
protested against the unequal and unjust operation of the systeem of 
legislation, which was enriching one section at the expense of the 
other.— Mr. Kettel estimates that 50,000 Southerners go North every 
year, average $1000 each, making fifty millions per annum. Besides 
amount expended in the education of sons and daughters. He comes 
to the conclusion that the South pays annually to the North, for inter- 
est, brokerage, insurance, travel, &c. 115 millions. If this be added 
to the 130 millions, before estimated as commercial profits, it yields 
the sum of 245 millions, derived annually by the North from her union 
with the South.— Compiled front theVicksburgh Almanac o/1862.
